Peking.—One of the Important "liv- 


ing Buddhas" of Mongolia, the old 
Kanchurwa llutuliktu, recently died 
and his senior disciple. Lama Ake- 
wangycnlinpuleh, Is now in Peking 
preparing to make a pilgrimage into 
Tibet in search of a young boy in 
whom the soul of the old llutuliktu 
has heen reincarnated. 


The Chinese government has grant- 


ed the Lnnia the use of a private car 
to the end of the government railway 
in Mongolia, and from that point lie 
will proceed by caravan into Tibet, 
where he will search for u young 
Buddha to replace his old master. 


Inquiries will be made by him in 


Tibet for boys born in a miraculous 
way, with divine signs, such as a red 
light or other forms of supposed di- 
vine manifestations, at about the time 
the old llutuliktu passed away.

Bom* Statistic* 


During the first four months of the 


present school term, there were 157 
excuses for tardiness received. This, 
number, however, does not indicate 
the exact number ot cases as one ex- 
cuse may cover more than one case 
or may be for more than one person. 
The exact number of cases of tardl; 
ness during the first term is 236. Out 
of the 157 excuses turned in, 62 per 
cent were from boys and 38 per cent 
from girls. The most prevalent cause 
of tardiness among the boys is run- 
ning errands or doing their work. 
This has caused 31 per cent of the 
cases. Other reasons and their per- 
centage are as follows: 
Miscellane- 


ous. 17 per cent;-slow clock, 13 per 
cent; no reason given, 13 per cent; 
late meals, 7 per cent; sickness, 6 
per cent; bad weather, 6 per cent; 
bicycle, 4 per cent; loitering, 3 per 
cent. 


The principal reason for tardiness 


among the girls is sickness, which has 
caused 19 per cent of the cases. Bad 
weather is second with 17 per cent. 
Slow clocks are responsible for 15 per 
cent of the cases among the girls, 
while work lias caused 12 per cent. 
Oher reasons and percentages arc as 
follows: 
Miscellaneous, 1C per cent; 


late ribing, 8 per cent; no reason giv- 
en, 5 per cent; late meals, 4 per cent; 
loitering, 3 per cent; bicycle, 1 per 
cent

Declares (tueeex of Work I* Due to 


Fact That Germany's Industrie* 


Quickly Adapted Themcelve* 


to War Condition*. 


Berlin.—Dr. Walter Batheuau, In 


charge of all raw materials for the 
German government, has written a 
book in which the famous "wizard" 
describes the enormous difficulties that 
confronted him when he was called to 
his post by the war minister, and the 
wonderful results accomplished. 


"When we started our herculean 


work the war department gave us 
four small rooms," the great organizer 
says. "The war minister thought that 
these offices would be sufficient and 
he was greatly astonished when I in- 
formed him within two weeks that I 
needed at least five time* as much 
space. 


"After much parleying 1 got twenty 


rooms, but In another month I had to 
request forty more. That necessitated 
the removal of whole sections of the 
war department. 
More than 100,000 


Important documents had to be trans- 
ported to other buildings and the work 
took weeks. 


Cramped and Crowded. 


"In die meantime our labor threat- 


ened to come to a standstill. Although 
we put desks In every possible corner, 
and even In the hallways, we were not 
able to make- room for our ever-in- 
creasing* working force. 
When we 


finally got our fiixty rooms we were 
as cramped and crowded as before, 
and we continually had to ask for 
more and more space. Our offices now 
cover an entire city block and we 
still need more room. 


"It Is difficult to give a description 


of our work, because much of what has 
been done and accomplished must re- 
main secret until the war ends. The 
public has no idea of the difficulties 
we had to overcome and the tremen- 
dous labor that was necessary to en- 
able the empire successfully to defy 
the British blockade. Every man in 
our department worked from sixteen 
to eighteen hours every day, including 
Sundays and holidays, and we all o'Hy 
regretted that Hie days did not have 
fortj-light hours, instead ol only tweu- 
ty-four. 


"Conferences were ulwaj-j In prog- 


ress Iroin oi«!it o'clock in the morning 
until midnl^lil, as new plans had to 
be made conlmtnljy and otten il be- 
came neeessaiy to alter them before 
they \\ere completed, 


Haid Work Won. 


"It \\as haid uork, but we won out. 


One of our advantages was that the 
press paid little attention to us, and 
we were not hampered by public 
criticism. Sometimes professors called 
to toll us that we were all wrong and 
would have to start anew. 
Then 


members of the relchstag came to con- 
vince us that the professors were as 
wrong as ourselves. 


"We had to listen to this talk and 


that meant the loss of much valuable 
time, but otherwise It did not hurt us.

STATE BOARD OP HEALTH BULLETIN 


Few people in Florida, outside of 


the medical profession, have an ade- 
quate realization of the comprehen- 
sive work being done by the state 
board of health. 


To many, possibly a majority, Its 


functions 
are 
limited to a general 


oversight of health in the state, to 
guard against the Invasion of disease 
and epidemic from outside boundaries 
and to assume complete charge of 
'administration whenever disease in 
epidemic form gets beyond the con- 
trol of local health authorities. 


In 
general, the functions of the 


health 
board, 
whether 
municipal, 


county, state or national, is to pre- 
vent disease and the invasion of dis- 
ease—-not to cure it. Its work is to 
anticipate 
and 
prevent 
conditions 


that might invite sickness, leaving to 
the individual practitioner the treat- 
ment and cure of individual cases. 


of the examination 
is 
immediately 


sent to the physician by telegraph, if 
necessary, who has made the inquiry. 
By this method several days of val- 
uable time often are saved in begin- 
ning proper treatment of the case, 
and the time saved may mean a life 
saved. 


Formerly water analysis to deter- 


mine the chemical and bacteriologi- 
cal content of the supply used for do- 
mestic purposes, came to the labora- 
tories of the board, but since the es- 
tablishment of the sanitary engineer- 
ing, department it lias had charge of 
this branch of the work.

Florida Deposit Are 125,000

study of fossil remains discovered In 
Florida some months ago.

Human bones Intermingled 
with 


those of the mastodon, saber-tooth 
tiger and other extinct animals, were 
found In the deposit at Vero, Fla., and 
thither fix geologists and anthropolo- 
gists made their way immediately to 
study the find. Their report will be 
made in the January-February (1917) 
issue of the Journal of Geology. Ad- 
vance sheets quote Air.

BURNS CURED BY SUNLIGHT! 


Johns Hopkins Hospital Tests Open- 


Air Remedy With Success in 


Number of Cases. 


Baltimore, Md.—A now method of 


treating serious burns that involvi 
the use of air mid sunlight has been 
put Into practice at Johns Hopkins hos- 
pital, and already in a number of cases 
has been successful. 


"Nature cuves" have been recognized 


as the most practicable In a rapidly 
increasing list of ailments. The gen- 
eral Idea buck of all these methods Is 
that nature, with a fair chance, will 
<lo more for the sick body than will 
drugs or surgery. 


In treating burns a small part of the 


Injured surfnco is exposed directly to 
the sun and air out of doors. The best 
results are obtained in temperate 
weather, when the patient can lie at 
ease for hours under the direct rays 
of the sun and the influence of the air. 
In colder weather only more indirect 
exposure is posAihle, and then the re- 
results are not rapid. 


As a result of the treatment skin 


grafting will not have to be used in a 
number of cases. The effect of the nlr 
and sunlight cure Is to keep alive 
much of the burned tissue, and in time 
Ibis tissue grows out over the burned 
surface.

Quickly Adapted Themselves 


to War Condition*. 


Berlin.—Dr. Walter Batheuau, in 


charge of all raw materials for the 
German government, has written a 
book in which the famous "wizard" 
describes the enormous difficulties that 
confronted him when he was called to 
his post by the war minister, and the 
wonderful results accomplished. 


"When we started our herculean 


work the war department gave us 
four small rooms," the great organizer 
says. "The war minister thought that 
these offices would be sufficient and 
he was greatly astonished when I in* 
formed him within two weeks that I 
needed at least five times as much 
space. 


"After much parleying 1 got twenty 


rooms, but in another month I had to 
request forty more. That necessitated 
the removal of whole sections of the 
war department. 
More than 100,000 


important documents had to be trans- 
ported to other buildings and the work 
took weeks. 


Cramped and Crowded. 


"In die meantime our labor threat- 


ened to come to a standstill. Although 
we put desks in every possible corner, 
and even in the hallways, we wore not 
able to make- room for our ever-in- 
creasing* working force. 
When we 


finally got our sixty rooms we were 
as cramped and crowded as before, 
and we continually had to ask for 
more and more space. Our offices now 
cover an entire city block and we 
still need more room. 


"It Is difficult to give a description 


of our work, because much of what has 
been done and accomplished must re- 
main secret until the war ends. The 
public has no idea of the difficulties 
we had to overcome and the tremen- 
dous labor that was necessary to en- 
able the empire successfully to defy 
the British blockade. Every man in 
our department worked from sixteen 
to eighteen hours every day, including 
Sundays and holidays, ami we all o'lly 
regretted Unit Hie days- did not liave 
fortj-ughl hours, instead <il only twen- 
ty-four.

Few people In Florida, outside of 


the medical profession, have an ade- 
quate realization of the comprehen- 
sive work being done by the state 
board of health. 


To many, possibly a majority, its 


(unctions are 
limited to a general 


oversight of health in the state, to 
guard against the invasion of disease 
and epidemic from outside boundaries 
and to assume complete charge of 
'administration whenever disease in 
epidemic form gets beyond the con- 
trol of local health authorities. 


In 
general, the functions of the 


health 
board, 
whether 
municipal, 


county, state or national, is to pre- 
vent disease and the invasion of dis- 
ease — -not to cure it. Its work is to 
anticipate 
and 
prevent 
conditions 


that might invite sickness, leaving to 
the individual practitioner the treat- 
ment and cure of individual cases.

sent to the physician by telegraph, if 
necessary, who has made the inquiry. 
By this method several days of val- 
uable time often are saved in begin- 
ning proper treatment of the case, 
and the time saved may mean a life 
saved.

Geologist! Say Bones Discovered In 


Florida Deposit Are 125,000 


Years Old. 


Chicago.—Human beings Inhabited 


the North American continent more 
than 12o,000 years ago, according to 
the findings of E. H. Sellards, state 
geologist of Florida, and Prof. Oliver 
P. Hay, who made public results of a I 
study of fossil remains discovered in 
Florida some months ago. Their opin- 
ion, however, Is not fully concurred 
In by other scientists. 


Human bones intermingled 
with 


those of the mastodon, saber-tooth 
tiger and other extinct animals, were 
found In the deposit at Vero, Flu., and ! 
thither six geologists and nnthropolo- i 
gists made their way immediately to ' 
study the find. Their report will be 
made in the January-February (1917) ' 
issue of the Journal of Geology. Ad- 
vance sheets quote Air. Sellard as say- 
Ing:

"The study of the fossils of this strn-' 


turn, although not yet completed, has 
brought to liirht a considerable number 
of extinct ^per-ies which suggest the 
reference of the deposit to the Pleisto- 
cene period. This is the oldest deposit 
from which human remains have ever 
been taken." 


Doctor liny, who is research hs,soel> 


ate 
of the Carnegie institution of 


Washington, expresses similar views; j 
but four other scientists, whose hr- j 
tides will appear In the Journal of 
Geology, nre skeptical. They are Prof. 
B. T. Chamberlain of the University of 
Chicago, Thomas Wayiand Vuughnn of 
the United States geological survey, 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka of the United States 
National museum, and Prof. George 
Grant McCurdy of Yale.

whatever the time of year. I have 
stood close by several times while 
cow moose were making such cries, 
but never knew a bull to respond, al- 
though I have waited for hours. All 
through the mating season the bulls 
are very alert to catch the slightest 
sound, and let a twig snap or an ax 
handle beat a tattoo on a hollow 
stump and the bull Is away In the 
direction of the sound, bellowing his 
defiant challenge. 
I have used the 


birch-bark horn with some success in 
calling moose, but I have done us well 
or better by rapping the butt of my 
rltle against the trunk of a tree or 
breaking a twig In the thicket.

ing the treeing of men by moose, but 
most of them believe that the birch- 
hark horn la very useful to the 
hunter.

treating serious burns that Involves 
the use of air nnd sunlight has been 
put Into practice at Johns Hopkins hos- 
pital, and already in a number of cases 
has been successful.

increasing list of ailments. The gen- 
eral Idea back of all these methods is 
that nature, with a fair chance, will 
do more for the sick body than will 
drugs or surgery. 


In treating burns a small part of the 


Injured surface Is exposed directly to 
the sun and air out of doors. The best 
results nre obtained 
in 
temperate 


weather, when the patient can lie at 
ease for hours under the direct rays 
of the sun and the influence of the air. 
In colder weather only more indirect 
exposure is possible, and then the re- 
rcsulis are not rapid. 


As a result of the treatment skin 


grafting will not have to be used in a 
number of cases. The effect of the air 
and sunlight cure Is to keep alive 
much of the burned tissue, and in time 
Ibis tissue grows out over the burned 
surface.
